It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the Interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comnnents: Mr. Amatong noted that the apertured section relied on by the 
exanniner actually referred to adhesive sections. The exanniner agreed with the distinction and indicated that the 
proposed annended claim language would remove the Turner reference as prior art based on the proposed amended 
claim language. The Turner reference does not have a teaching of the flap being secured to the end regions of the 
side wall as required by claims 54 and 61 . The examiner also indicated that the language "distinctly elastic" was 
unclear and should be corrected. The examiner stated that an updated search must be perfomied pending a formal 
response.. 
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
